LETTER FROM LOS ANGELES. 


P R O H o u s e , IíOH A n g eles, C al., 1 
November 5th, 1873. 
/ 
When the Mohongo fired lier signal 
gun on the morning of the 27th tilt., a 
lonely woman roused from uneasy 
slumbers saying “it means me,” and 
hurried away in the darkness with 
none to ‘‘speed the parting guest,” 
save the kindhearted clerk of the Mor­ 
tis House, whocheered her timid heart 
by saying "The day will soon dawn.” 
The Pacific was" true to its name, 
and the voyage was as pleasant as the 
dear day, the commodious ship, and 
the courteous officers could make it; 
so pleasant that it grew monotonous, 
as league after league revealed noth­ 
ing but the gray coast with its endless 
sameness; then I turned my eyes to 
the great overgrown girl of twelve 
years, who, for some unaccountable 
reason, hod left tier mad antics, and 
sat and watched me until Í grew un­ 
easy beneath her strange glances, and 
put my hand on her head, which was 
covered by a mass of rod hair falling 
in wild disorder over face and neck. 
Instantly she seized my hand, saying, 
‘‘Give me that bloody ring,” and 
would have taken the amethyst from 
my' finger hud not the feeble little 
mother come to my relief. 
Sending 
the child away, she talked with me 
for more than an hour of the strange, 
wayward being she could not control; 
hut never referred to the father, and I 
dared not ask the questions I was cu­ 
rious to know; hut the tragic air with 
which the girl at lunch raised her 
fork high above her head and stabbed 
-—an unoffending potato, and 
the 
menacing gleam of her eyes as it rolled 
away to the, floor, convinced me that 
the blood of warriors must run in her 
veins. Mayhap she be a Siddons in 
embryo; at any rate I was sorry to 
leave that study unfinished. 
The Mohongo lands us five miles 
from land, (that is good Irish) and as 
with heads bent to escape bumps, we 
tiled out of the large steamer to the 
small, we looked like emigrants arriv­ 
ing at Castle Garden, and I felt more 
than ever like a vagabond. 
There were meetings at San Pedro 
sadder than 
many partings. 
The 
bowed 
form 
of the 
aged 
wo­ 
man who had come from Virginia 
to live with her daughters after a sep­ 
aration of twelve years and, unable to 
sneak, was clasped in their arms, was 
a sight which moistened the eyes of 
more than one spectator; and her sable 
weeds brought vividily to mind the 
seige and the battle and the poverty 
and desolation which followed after, 
when Virginia became the battle­ 
ground for two opposing armies. 
The iron horse which 
patiently 
waited for us seemed like an old friend; 
the years in which I had not seen the 
smoke or heard the shriek of the lo­ 
comotive faded out of mind, and the 
old life began to come back to me. 
The whole valley lay' aglow with 
the glory of the setting sun, and un­ 
der a sky gorgeous with crimson and 
gold I first saw Los Angeles.—I looked 
afar to the mountains, almost hoping 
to find them gray and lifeless; but no, 
they were bathed in that same soft 
purple haze which T had supposed was 
peculiar to Santa Barbara, and were 
crowned with clouds, as they have 
been every night since, which, as I 
gaze have resolved into angel faces, 
thus solving the question to me, “why 
was this named the ‘City of An- 
f 
reles?’ ” The clouds of life sometimes 
íave a hidden meaning we can not 
quite attain with all our study; never­ 
theless we may feel sure that the 
Great Artist is true to ids work. 
One of the most attractive features 
of this city is the library and reading- 
room, the privileges of which were 
kindly offered me by the courteous 
librarian. 
There are about fourteen 
hundred volumes, English and Ameri­ 
can periodicals, and newspapers from 
ail parts of the country. 
‘‘Go ye and 
do likewise;” for though ye do not 
"have the poor always with you,” you 
will always have the weary invalid 
who longs for some pleasant place 
wherein to rest before he takes his 
homeward walk. 
Providing thus for 
ills comfort, you shall some day ‘‘en­ 
tertain an angel unawares,” whose 
wings will be of gold, and who, to show 
his gratitude for restored health shall 
endow your library and build it a 
home. 
When you have secured proper 
rooms, and a suitable person for Li­ 
brarian, the hardest part is done, for 
the community will be glad to help on 
the enterprise. 
Whatever the rules 
and regulations may be, let it l»e free 
to the youth of the town. 
My first attempt to see the suburbs 
of Los Angeles was brought to grief 
by an attempt on the part of the horse 
to make a biped of himself by going 
on his two hind feet, and on my pro­ 
testing that he should remain a quad­ 
ruped and “go on all fours,” lie dis­ 
sented in such a forcible manner that 
I was obliged to yield the point in a 
very ungraceful manner. A second 
attempt resulted in a day among those 
orange orchards at Han Gabriel, and 
you are, in consequence, deprived of 
liny report of the Teachers’ Institute 
and the interesting lectures connected 
with it, which are being delivered 
here, for those poetical spots here puts 
everything practical out of mind. The 
country for the first five miles driving 
toward San Gabriel, presents a novel 
appearance, being covered with bare, 
round hills, with not a tree or shrub to 
be seen. Months ago they were cov­ 
ered with wheat, but that has given 
place to a dry stubble. 
We visited the grounds of several 
fortunate gentlemen, each more heau- 
tttul than the last (the grounds, not 
the men, though I have my ideas on 
the subject), until the infinite sweet­ 
ness of the landscape culminated in a 
view we had just as the sun went 
down, from an eminence near the resi­ 
dence of Mr. Rose. Before us were the 
orchards of dark green, with the trees 
laden witli fruit; vineyards of more 
than a hundred acres; the undulating 
valley stretching away to the ocean, 


which revealed just a gleam of its blue 
waves between the hills; to our right, 
and close by, was a chain of moun­ 
tains, whose faces were blushing anfl 
red under the sun’s good night kiss, 
but a few moments later, changed to 
silvery paleness under the light of the 
rising moon. Then the little brooks, 
or zanjas, gurgling along between the 
rows of orange and lemon trees, were 
so grateful to the sight of one who had 
come from a city where water is ho- 
iiKjeopathically dispensed. 
I suppose 
that 1 should have used the word “irri­ 
gation” in my description, and, as 
Mark Twain said of “obsequies,” “ir­ 
rigation is good,” but I prefer to con­ 
sider tiie question in the light of 
brooks. 
Each place we visited had its pecu­ 
liar features; and in Mr. Wilson’s 
hiding away in a wild, miniature 
world of greenness and shude, we 
found a coy little lake, with hundreds 
of ducks floating on its surface. Perhaps 
the home of Col. Kewen is the most 
romantic, because the house was once 
a mill, and mills are proverbial for 
stealing into romantic spots., Tbkv 
built of stone, with walls five feet 
thick, dates back more than a century, 
“ li.iek in tli.) bauutifnl days of yore,” 
When the Genius of the place was all­ 
powerful, and kept its walks untrod­ 
den by careless feet. I came away re­ 
gretting that 1 could not look upon 
the 
scenes 
when 
moonlight 
had 
changed the mansion to a castle, and 
the trees to spectres, and the plash of 
the fountain’s waters to the wail of an 
imprisoned spirit. Many visions will 
fade from my mind, but I shall long 
see the bubbling waters of the cool 
spring, the rosc-covered arbor, and the 
sombre shades of the woods. 
The old Mission Church at Han Ga­ 
briel, which is only interesting as a 
relic of a dead age, is surrounded by a 
few dry herbs and dust-covered vines, 
and is in a state of dilapidation. The 
pictures are of very little value or in­ 
terest. 
Outside the church are the 
resting places of t lie old missionaries, 
who have passed away with the era 
they established. Four hells hang in 
the tower, and hear the date 1767. 
After the lapse of a century, they have 
not lost their power to re-echo over 
the valley, or to call up memories of 
other bells in other lands, and a tired 
wanderer who heard them lust even­ 
ing responded to their voice with this 
refrain: 
“They mind m e o f t h e b e lls o f T.ynn.

FOREIGN NEWS. Etc. 


WASHINGTON. 


W a s h in g t o n , Nov. 11.—Surveyor 
Hardenburgh’s defense, when tested 
by the Department records, is found 
to be merely special pleading, wiiieh 
will undoubtedly react to his disad­ 
vantage. 
He justifies his illegal 
charges of fees by saying he followed 
K 
recedents which had been approved 
y the Department. The facts are 
that Commissioner Drummond, as 
soon as he read the Bulletin article, 
early in 1871, exposing the fee prac­ 
tice of Hardenhurgh's office, sent 
him that article and demanded an ex­ 
planation, at the same time explicitly 
informing him that such practices 
should not be allowed to continue. 
Hardenburgh after some days made 
an evasive reply, stating that persons 
who complained were then satisfied, 
and that there had been misapprehen­ 
sions. The Commissioner thereupon 
wrote him again that his reply was by 
no means satisfactory, and again de­ 
manded an explanation and reform. 
Hardenburgh failing to reply to this 
letter lias ever since continued to ex­ 
act the same illegal fees. The expla­ 
nation that he accounted for rents col­ 
lected by him is not sufficient. For 
he did liot turn the money over to the 
United States Treasury,* but applied 
it to the payment of unauthorized 
purchased carpets, etc. A much more 
serious matter however is Harden- 
hurghs utter failure to meet the charge 
that lie put deputies to work in the 
field in advance of the availability of 
appropriations for San Diego. This 
he attempts to justify by citing to 
some of the old circulars issued by 
Drummond’s predecessors prior to the 
passage of the law covering an unex­ 
pended balance in the Treasury. The 
fact is, he was informed by a circular 
from the General Land Otiice in 1871, 
timt although he might make and 
forward the contract for its approval, 
and otherwise prepare for work in ad­ 
vance of the beginning official year, 
no work to be paid for out of the 
prospective appropriations could he 
done until appropriations were act­ 
ually available. 
The Consul General of the United 
States, at Havana, telegraphed to 
Secretary Fish that the Havana pa­ 
pers publish a report of the execution 
of the captain and crew of the Virgiu- 
ius, as telegraphed to the Press from 
Havana. They say on receiving the 
dispatch the Secretary proceeded im­ 
mediately to the Executive Mansion 
and showed the telegram to the Presi­ 
dent, and soon thereafter telegraphed 
to the Consul General to verify the 
statement. The excitement against 
the Cuban authorities, which had 
somewhat lessened, lias been revived 
by to-day's startling announcements. 
The exciting news lias formed a sub­ 
ject of earnest comment in official and 
diplomatic circles. 
Ex-Senator Cole arrived here to look 
after the Mission, San Diego and San 
Antonio Spanish ranch cases, long 
pending in the Department, on appli­ 
cations for patents. Also to argue the 
Tennessee cotton case in the Supreme 
Court. 


CHICAGO. 
C h ic a g o , Nov. 12.—The Chicago 
Tribune lias a Washington special 
whicli says the prominent topic 
among capitalists and politicians, is 
the Texas and Pacific Construction 
Company, and adds: “This Company 
obtained most of its political stool 
pigeon rights under the nose of tiie 
Credit Mobilier investigation, and 
while the character of some Congress­ 
men were being demolished, others, 
with perfect indifference, were trying 
to be let in on a new Credit Mobilier. 
A suit was about to be commenced 
this week, by the firm of Christy, 
Paine & Co., of Washington, against 
the Construction Company, on behalf 
of certain obligations that had been 
promised but not fulfilled. Yesterday 
the attorney was cited by John Mc­ 
Namara, the President, to hold a per­ 
sonal conference with Col. Tom. Scott, 
for the purpose of postponing the suit. 
Gen. Bristow, lately Solicitor General 
of the United States, became Col. 
Scott’s counsel, anil was afterward 
made First President of the Construc­ 
tion Company, with a salary of $12,­ 
000 a year, and had also been desir­ 
ous that his name should be dropped 
from the list of defendants. It appears 
Bristow left the concern when he found 
it might be expected of him to do the 
dirty work with the Texas Legislature 
and State authorities. He had in­ 
vested his salary in schemes and went 
out with no high opinion of the prac­ 
tice of law for moifern railroad com­ 
panies. Mr. Scott, although he is de­ 
barred by Act of Congress with officers 
of railroads from being a member of 
the Construction Company, yet is 
said to have taken stock in the name 
of members of his family, in order to 
drive out General Rosecrans and 
others who had been pioneers in the 
road. Pools were put to the figure of 
$500,000, and Rosecrans was unable to 
make the combination to that amount. 
The officers of the Pennsylvania 
Central were admitted and among the 


stockholders were mentioned Mnthew 
Baerd of Philadelphia, Henry S. Mc- 
Comb, Shoemaker of Adams’ Fxpress 
Company, Walters of Baltimore, and 
General Dodge, missing Credit Mo­ 
bilier witness, while Henry Clews 
and J. L. Lockwood of New York, 
were chief subscribers in New York. 
After the organization was completed, 
a correspondent alleges that large 
shareholders began the policy of de­ 
vouring the smaller ones, by making 
assessments up to 8Ü i*>r cc.-.t. of the 
capital stock instead of 50, as had been 
promised. 
It is alleged that Scott 
waited too long before going to Eu­ 
rope to negotiate the bonds in which 
the Construction Company were to be 
paid, and when he returned he found 
the Company in such trouble that it 
was useless to attempt to keep it up. 
The proposition to make T. S. Bond 
Vice-President of the Company ex­ 
cites, it is said, the apprehension of 
many stockholders that it will result 
in tlu-ir extinction. 
Judge Bradley of the United States 
Supreme Court, whose district in­ 
cludes Texas, is the Jurist selected to 
whom to make application for Bond’s 
appointment. 


NEW YORK. 
N ew Yo r k, N ov. 14.—Failures in 
the tea trade, yesterday, are attributed 
lather to a competition which is grow­ 
ing up in the \\ est titan to the panic. 
The great Western marts, it is said, 
are receiving their teas mainly by way 
of San Francisco, and many smaller 
firms here have been wound up owing 
to this withdrawal of trade. Decreas­ 
ing trade is mentioned as the cause of 
one of tiie heaviest importing firms 
advertising two of the vessels of their 
fleet for sale at the Cabinet meeting 
yesterday. 
A Washington correspondent makes 
President Grant say that lie had read 
of the capture of 80 Cuban insurgents 
and of their having been shot. He 
was prepared to hear of its confirma­ 
tion after what had already occurred 
in Cuba. He was satisfied that the 
¡Spanish Government did not and 
would not approve of such butchery. 
It was a matter which an enlightened 
nation could not overlook. If, indeed, 
this method of warfare was necessary 
to support the Spanish Republic, as an 
individual lie could not wish such a 
government 
prosperity. 
If the 
Spanish people, in their effort to es­ 
tablish a republican form of govern­ 
ment, could not control their authori­ 
ties in Cuba, then, in the interest of 
humanity, he thought it time to in­ 
terfere, not to encourage the strug­ 
gling Cubans nor embarrass the Span­ 
ish republic in anyway, but wholly in 
the interest of civilization and hu­ 
manity. 


PENNSYLVANIA. 


P h il a d e l p h ia , Nov. 12.— Orders 
have been received at the Navy Yard 
here to fit out the monitor Manhattan 
for sea by Friday next. A large force 
of men have been employed. It is 
understood that the other monitors at 
League Island are to be made ready 
for sea at once. 
P ittsbu r g, N ov. 12.—The banking 
house of Mellon & Sons and the Me­ 
chanics’ Savings Bank, of this city, 
suspended to-day. 


MISSOURI. 
St. L ou is, Nov. 12.—Near Belair, 
last night, Henry Roe shot and killed 
his affianced, Mollie Walton, and then 
blew his own brains out, on account of 
the refusal of the girl’s parents to 
sanction the marriage. 


FOREIGN NEWS. 
H a van a, N ov. 12.—On the 7th inst 
the captain and thirty-six of the crew 
of the Virginius were executed at San­ 
tiago de Cuba; on the next day twelve 
more of the Cuban volunteers of the 
vessel were shot. Among the latter 
was Fauchie Alfaro. 
Several passengers, men and women, 
by the steamer City of New York, 
from New York Nov. G, which arrived 
yesterday, were arrested by the Span­ 
ish authorities. It is reported that 
they are accused of complicity with 
the insurgents. 
A Madrid dispatcli from Cartagena 
says that the insurgent fleet is making 
preparations to leave the harbor, and 
nope to escape the vigilance of the 
Government squadron. 
B a y o n n e, Nov. 12.—The great battle 
between the Cariists and the Republi­ 
cans is reported as resulting in a vic­ 
tory for the Cariists. The Republican 
loss is 1,300 men. 
The telegraphic report for the H e r ­ 
a l d last night (the elements being 
propitious), was taken by Portland, 
Oregon; Marysville, Cal.; Sacramen- 
eo, Cal., and Los Angeles, all at the 
same time. The circuit worked splen­ 
didly and over the long line from San 
Diego, Cal., to Portland, Oregon, 
writing from either end came with 
great eleurness. 
The Theatre. 
Hamlet was re-produced last even­ 
ing, the eminent young aetor, S. W. 
Pierey, appearing to even greater ad­ 
vantage than before.

There was also 
there, in th at area inside the track, a 
couple of young ladies on horseback. 
The band greatly enlivened tlie gen­ 
eral scene with several popular airs. 
T H E FIRST RACE 
Was trotting, free for all horses in the 
State, mile heats, best three in tive, 
for a purse of $300, $200 to go to t lie 
first horse and $100 to the second. The 
judges were Messrs. Slaughter, McCoy, 
ami Horen, as on the occasion of the 
races on Tuesday. The entries: 
The Moor, a black stallion, six years 
old, and owned by L. J. Rose; 
Milk Boy, a chestnut, horse, eight 
years old; 
Longfellow, a bay gelding, owned 
by G. R. Butler. 
The ridere:McGregory, of the Moor. 
Mr. McGregory had to carry but very 
little “ballast” in order to bring him 
up to the full weight, 150 pounds. 
John Donaliue, behind Longfellow, 
had to make up weight with 20 pounds 
of lead, an l weighed 
153] pounds. 
J. A. Hurd, guided Milk Boy, and had 
to carry 21 pounds of lead. 
PREVIOUS TO T H E RAC E 
Longfellow sold in the pools for $80, 
against the Moor for $35, and Milk Boy 
$10 to $15. 


FIRST HEAT. 
Longfellow had the pole, the Moor 
was second, and Milk Boy outside. 
There were live attem pts to start be­ 
fore they finally got olf. 
in the inter­ 
im, the judges' called up one of the dri­ 
vers and notified him not to lag. They 
f 
;ot oft' well together, 
Longfellow 
eading slightly. 
The Moor 15 feet 
behind and Mlik Boy 20 feet behind 
the second at the end of the first 100 
yards. At the quarter pole Longfel­ 
low was away ahead and the Moor sep­ 
arated from Milk Boy by about 30 feet. 
Longfellow kept the lead, and at the 
half mile pole, Milk Roy had gained a 
little on the Moor. At* this juncture 
several voices on the stand: “ Long­ 
fellow will shut them both 
out.” 
“ Longfellow will distance them both.” 
These cries continued up to the the last 
quarter, when the Moore broke badly, 
and on the home stretch Longfellow 
followed suit, but was brought down 
at once, and came in several lengths 
ahead; the Moor second, and Milk Boy 
last. The first quarter was made in 
37 seconds, the half in 1:20} and the 
mile in 2:412. 
SECOND HEAT. 
The pools re-opened and showed a 
change, Longfellow selling for $20 
against $5 for the field, and the pools 
had to be closed for want of purchasers 
for the Moor or Milk Boy. After a 
little scoring they got well away, 
Longfellow leading again at once by 
about three lengths. A few seconds 
afterward the Moor was leading Milk 
Boy bv about the same distance. The 
Moor broke very badly before the half 
mile was made, and Milk Boy, eight 
lengths behind did the same. 
The 
first quarter was made in 42], and the 
half in 1:24. Milk Boy broke again 
before the throe quarter pole was 
reached, Longfellow trotting splen­ 
didly. Longfellow won easily in 2:47} • 
the Moor second, and Milk Boy dis­ 
tanced. This was the best tim e ever 
made on this track. 
Last year Milk 
Boy heat Longfellow. 
TH IR D HEAT. 
There was a great deal of dissatis­ 
faction about this heat. For some 
reason best known to themselves, the 
Judges altered the signal and an­ 
nounced th at the horses would start 
by drop of a handkerchief. The re­ 
sult was most disastrous, for the dri­ 
vers did not know whether they were 
off or not, and 200 yards from the start 
Donahue pulled lip Longfellow and 
turned him half round. The Moor 
shot ahead, and there were yells from 
the stand, to Donaliue, to go on. The 
Moor gained at least 200 vards before 
Longfellow started after him. There 
were cries of “ He is distanced !” “He 
is shut out !” Donaliue closed the gap 
magnificently, Longfellow going as if 
he knew w hat he had to do for Geo. 
Butler, and lie did it. Though the 
heat was out of the question for him, 
lie saved his distance by 
several 
lengths. 
He 
was 
magnificiently 
driven, and Donaliue deserves the 
greatest credit. The time was slow, 
of course, the Moor winning the heat 
in 2:50}. After the heat, which was 
declared good, it transpired that the 
change of signal was not the fault of 
the Judges, but to accommodate the 
drivers, as the bell frightened the 
Moor. 
FOURTH HEAT. 
There were two unsuccessful at­ 
tempts to start Longfellow, who broke 
the first time. At the third attem pt 
they got off well, Longfellow leading 
slightly. After 200 yards, Longfellow 
broke and the Moor took the lead. 
At the ] pole the Moor was two 
lengths ahead of Longfellow. The } 
was made in 42} sec. 
Longfellow 
here commenced to close up on the 
Moor, 
which 
caused 
considerable 
cheering. 
At the } mile they were 
neck and neck. 
From here to tin* 
close Longfellow led, and a 1 mil break 
lessened the chances of the Moor. 
There were three lengths between 
them coming down the nome stretch. 
The crowd became very excited and 
yelled and cheered alternately. The 
Moor broke badly 2ÜU yards from 
home, and Longfellow within 30 yards 
of homo did the same, nearly losing 
tiie race. As it was Donaliue steadied 
him } a length ahead under the string, 
the Moor m aking a desperate rush for 
the money. Time, 2.42}.

FRYING. 


There are two very ilfterent wavs of 
frying; one is to have enough boiling 
fat to immerse the objeets fried, and 
the other is to have lust enough of it 
to merely cover the bottom of the fry­ 
ing-pan, and prevent the objeets there­ 
in from burning. 
Inexperieuced 
housekeepers 
or 
cooks often make mistakes on that 
account. They hear or read that such 
an article of tood is excellent fried; 
they try It» not knowing in which way 
it ought to be fried, either with little 
or much fat, and just as often spoil the 
article as cook it well. 
To guard our readers from mistakes 
of this kind, we shall call frying with 
much fat (when the objects are im­ 
mersed) to fry, which is the real name 
for it, aud we shall call frying with lit­ 
tle fat (when there is only enough of 
it to merely cover the bottom of the 
pan) to saute, which is its French and 
right name, there being no correspon­ 
ding word to it in English. 
For in­ 
stance, «mall fish Me fried, but omelet 
is saute; potatoes are fried, but pars­ 
nips are sautes. 
How to fry.—If there is not enough 
fat in the pan to completely immerse 
the objects fried, they will certainly 
taste greasy. It will be the same if 
the fat is not heated enough. Fat is 
heated enough when jets of smoke 
ooze out of it, or when, on throwing 
drops of water into it, a cracking noise 
is heard. 
When the fat is hot enough, the 
article that is to be fried is dropped 
into it, and stirred gently now and 
then with a skimmer. When done, it 
is taken off the pan with the skimmer, 
and turned into a colander, which 
should rest on a dish or bowl to re­ 
ceive the fat that may drop. 
If the article to be fried be tender 
and somewhat brittle, it is put in a 
wire basket made for that purpose, 
and the basket is placed in the fat. 
When done, the banket is raised, held 
over the pan for a few seconds to allow 
the fht to drip, and the articles fried 
are carefully taken out of it, and 
served, after having been sprinkled 
with salt. 
If the article to be fried is not com­ 
pletely immersed in the fat, the part 
not immersed will absorb fat and, as 
stated above, will taste greasy; but 
when there is fat enough to entirely 
cover them, the intensity of the heat 
closes the pores (carbonizes them, as 
it were), and no fat is absorbed. 
Fat (be it beef suet, lard, or oil) can 
be heated to a degree three times 
higher than water. 
It is no more expensive to have 
plenty of fat than to have only a little; 
for, as soon as the articles are taken 
off the fat, the pan is put away to cool 
for a few minutes, then the fat is pour­ 
ed into a stone jar, gently, so as to re­ 
tain what particles of solid matter 
may be on tne bottom of the pan, and 
is kept for another time. 
After ilaving used the fat several 
times it may turn somewhat black; a 
few slices of bread dried in the oven 
may then be put into it aud boiled 
gently for about twenty minutes; the 
whole is then turned into another pan, 
with al>out as much water; two or 
three boils are given it, it is suffered to 
cool aud the fat is skimmed off from 
the surface, when all the particles 
that may have been in it will be found 
in the bottom, in the water. 
The 
every-day fat coming from skimming, 
trimmings, etc., is added to this, so 
that there is at all tim eslat enough iu 
a well kept kitchen for frying pur­ 
poses. 
Butter should never be used to fry, 
but always to saute, because iu saute­ 
ing the fat is absorbed, aud butter lias 
a much more delicate flavor that any 
other fat, except chicken, goose, and 
turkey fat or grease, which arc pre­ 
ferred by many to saute omelets.— 
(Pierre Blot, in Harper’s Bazar.
